IIo writes: 


"Grand Hotel Brasseur, 
"Luxemoourg, Nov. 28, 191S. 


"I am writing you from Luxemburg, 


and wo are going to have our Thanks- 
giving; dinner here in tho hotel. 


"The Germans loft hero less than a 


week ago, an dtho Americans were in 
behind them two days later. 


'We left our camp early this morn- 


Ing, which Is at LouUly, south of Ver- 
dun, ami arrived here late this after- 
noon. There .ire four of us on a (special 
mission ajid we icrc returning tomor- 
row morning by way of Metz. 


••%Ve passed 
through Verdun 
this 


morning and all tliat territory where the 
righting was going on a few weeks ago. 
At that time 1 was flying over it every 
day, but It looked altogether different 
from the ground'today. Verdun is just 
simply shot to pieces. 
That is the 


only way to describe it. 


"Luxemburg is a very nice town and 


quite large. It is a better looking city 
than most French cities of the same 
size. 
Tho people received tho Ameri- 


cans very cordially and treat them fine. 
Nearly every one here is German but 
th»-e Is no feeling against the allies. 


PEOPLE ARE CIVIL. 


"December 2, 1918. 


"This is the- first timo since I re- 


turned from Luxembourg that I have 
had a. chance 
to write you about' it. 


After wo arrived back here I had to go 
to Bar-le-duc ancTdtd not get back until 
yesterday.

It was a dandy trip as 
we ca.tno down through Lorrafne, which

ands of graves and on tho outskirts of 
every little village tlie Germans had 
made a small cemetery and every one 
was full. 
They took special care to 


put up a little wooden cross over each 
grave and painted on it tho identifica- 
tion. 


•The Germans must have buried their 


dead where they fell, ns In some places 
where there had been heavy fighting, 
tlie country was covered with graves 
scattered all over. 


'Several small villages that were just 


about on the lines were shot to pieces. 
The town of Frenes, which was of good 
size, is nothing but a pile of stone and 
brick. In several places the roads had 
been shot to pieces and we had a lot of 
trouble getting through. 


'There was a large forest which had 


boon unUor Kiiel! flro for about three 
years, and you never saw such a deso- 
late sight in all your life. 
All that was 


left was ju.st short stumps and hun- 
dreds of the trees had been shot off 
about 
half 
way 
up and some 
were 


blown out by the roots. 
Along where 


the trenches were they had laid down 
the barrage and in places for miles long 
the ground was perforated with shell 
holes and just as close together^aa pos- 
sible.

MODERN THOUGHT IX JAPAN. 


As far as can bo gathered from a free reading of 


ihe expressions of official and informal opinion 
through Japanese newspapers, a decided change 
of sentiment is lo lie noted both in the official 
and popular mind of Japan. There is in the-first 
place a recognition of the fact the system of 
gov- 


ernment and the method of its operation is not 
all that should be and, in the second place, a 
willingness to see the necessary changes effected. 


According to articles in the Japan Advertiser, 


the open door policy is now to be partly realized 
in all the government offices of Japan since the 
inauguration 
of Ihe 
government of Premier 


Hani. The Hava ministry, so it is announced, 
has decided to abolish the poiicy of secrecy and 
reticence, which was ^o zealously adhered to in 
preceding governments. Much ado is made about 
the discontinuance of the practice of providing 
bodyguards for ministers, a practice which was 
originated in the turbulent Meiji era. 


The Kokumin Shimbun states qnite bravely 


that the Chinese policy of the Hara ministry is 
based upon two fundamental principles—strict 
neutrality toward all political factions in China 
and an effort to bring about peace by ending 
internal political strife. "At present there should 
be no secret diplomacy," says this newspaper, 
"either in the West or in the East Japan, too, 
mnst be frank and open-hearted in her relations 
with China. Really, the unique position Japan 
now holds in the Far East does not require any 
secret understandings as formerly Japan tried to 
obtain in China. As far as a Chinese policy is

millions of women have been employ-

Nobody outside a. narrow 
circle 


knows what engagements have been 
entered into, by the government in the 
period of the war .with the represen- 
tatives of labor.

to have larger share than it has had 
in the:past of.the earnings of British 
capital, British, industry and British 
commerce.

not less to the good of the privileged 
classes,, who have hitherto had too 
much alike for their own welfare and 
for.the welfare of-the state. 


TTntil now England has.been gov- 


erned by her privileged classes. For 
long years the aristocracy ruled in 
the spirit of a narrow selfishness and 
of a narrow intelligence. ' It held the 
masses of the people In an all but 
servile subjection. It was not just, Jt 
was not rational, it was not effective 
in any true sense. But in its narrow 
way there was in it that species or 
force required by the times and con- 
ditions. Ultimately it fell, as all sel- 
fish, unjust and narrow systems do, 
into corruptions and shames. Not too 
Boon for the welfare of England and 
for the good of mankinfi came: the 
reforms which placed the govern- 
ment of. England under the hand of 
lier middle class, where until just 
now it has rested. 
Government in 


modern times has been in the hands 
of a highly Intelligent and—perhaps 
unconsciously-:—selfish minority. The 
advantages growing out of mechani- 
cal invention and organization of in- 
dustry have been 'monopolized by the 
exploiting class. 
The steam- engine, 


the spinning-jenny, the transmission 
of water power into mechanical force, 
the dynamo, the electric light and 
all the rest of it have increased the 
comforts and added to the wealth of 
the intelligent and. propertied classes, 
but have left the working people, as 
poor as before.

~ '• THE DEATH OF ROOSEVELT CAUSES 
£r REMINISCENCE AND SPECULATION 


AN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.— 
The passing at Oyster 
recalls a day, no\v some 
time 
gone,

were humdrum ;it Washing 
i 


ton, and the great experi- 
ence to visitors was to meet 
the President at one of the 
official functions. The good 
fortune;.'; recalled of being 


taken under the wing of one of California's re]> 
resentatives, and of being convoyed to a Presidcn 
tial morning reception, where everybody could go 
who was vouched for, and where many went; of 
arriving at a crowded and not over-large auditor 
ium; of having celebrities pointed . out; of a 
glimpse of a room adjoining, with a very digni- 
fied table surrounded by seven very official chairs, 
and of understanding that this was the cabinet 
room; of a feeling that one ought to be more deeply 
impressed, perhaps through a preconceived idea 
that receptions of rulers and high functionaries 
are held in lofty halls, wi(h a garnishment of cere- 
mony and flunkies; of the hum of the crowded 
room being suddenly hushed, and of a stocky, 
energetic man moving in iis midst; of his making 
his way steadily and briskly along, bowing to one 
and addressing another—always with that smile 
that had the suggestion of a flash; of all at once 
confronting him and being introduced as from 
California, at which endorsement his face was 
observed to beam more genially; of his expressing 
appreciation 
of 
Hie 
flowers, the 
climate, 


the 
fruit, 
the hospitality, and it 
seemed, 


all the characteristics of the Golden State 
in one lingual mosaic, not having to hesitate an 


. instant to get the right impression of the most 


effective sequence; how it was a matter of 
seconds when he passed along, leaving one with 
a sense of having been in interview and deferen- 
tially dismissed mith his mission accomplished. 
And after watching him pass along, meeting the 
many contrasting personages, sometimes utter- 
ing the word of greeting in a foreign tongue, one 
was able in a way to understand the masterful- 
ness of this remarkable man. 
Political Aspects Changed 


Almost the first thing that was suggested in .the 


death of Colonel Roosevelt was that it changed 
the .national political situation. la this, perhaps 
better than anything else, is disclosed the attitude 
of an immense body of the American people. Its 
. mind was set on Roosevelt for a presidential can- 
didate in 1920. No organized movement had even 
been proposed, yet a great mass of patriotic voters 
had recognized in him the logical candidate. If 
we may judge from some discussion of the subject 
we are justified in concluding that a gloomy view 
of the situation is not at all taken in the Demo- 
cratic camp, where at least one expression has 
been indulged in to the effect that the death of 
Roosevelt eliminates the available Republican 
timber for presidential candidate. Tn much sub- 
dued though somewhat similar way a death here 
in California changes the political aspect. 
The 


fiercely antagonistic Republican-Progressive fac- 
tions in the southern part of the- State have been 
disrupted through the death of E. T. Earl. Earl 
was a strong character, of deep convictions and 
lasting resentments. He was a man of great 
wealth and groat tenacity of purpose. There will 
be no successor of his calibre to keep up the feuds 
that have characterized political movements in 
this Stnte for the last eight year?. 
Harbor Control 


The proposition of the city taking the harbor 


control from the State, is an old and recurrent 
one. Every little while it is sprung, discussed, 
sometimes put to vote, and then dropped. There 
is an argument on both sides. There would be a 
considerable one on the city's side if it could be 
made from a standpoint that would impress the 
State at large. If the Stale could feel that the 
management of the harbor was desired by the 
city as a commercial trust, to be faithfulh^man- 
.aged as such, and not a political adjunct to 
increase the prestige of those in control of affairs 
here, it would stand a better chance. Former 
Governor Johnson was so vigorously against citv 
control that efforts to (hat end had' small chance 
during his incumbency at the capital, but his vig- 
orous domination is gone, and the matter flare.s 
up again. Grave financial questions would be 
involved in a. transfer of hnrbor control. There 
are now oaLstandmp: some ton millions of bonds 
which U* Sfitc is behind.

This is a good ways ahead, but the situation is 
being considerable discussed. 
Legislators and Supervisors 


The action of the Board of .Supervisors in sum- 


moning the legislative delegation before it to 
pledge its members to a wet course was somewhat 
reminiscent of its action in summoning the audi- 
tor and treasurer onto the carpet to read them the 
riot act for being too loquacious to newspaper 
reporters. 
The legislative delegation is wet 


enough, as far as that goes, and there was no 
objection to a request or command that they 
should do what they were going to do anyway— 
support all wet measures and fight all dry ones; 
but when they were commanded to support a can-' 
didate for speaker simply because he was wet, 
and tb oppose another because _he was dry, that 
was regarded as another thing. Discussion here 
was interesting, especially that which led to the 
attitude of Supervisor McLcran toward liquor. 
The supervisor took the ground that the revenue 
from the traffic was necessary—that the city 
needs the money—but explained that personally 
he is as dry as the rest of them. That was a 
singular admission, and to many a surprising one. 
For though it is generally known that the super- 
visor is abstemious, it is not considered good poli- 
tics on the eve of a municipal campaign to empha- 
size the fact. 
The State's Wards 


The various charity organizations and child- 


:artng agencies of the city- have joined in an 
effort to get the laws bearing upon such affait- 
amended. The State laws now allow §100 a year 
for the support of orphans and 875 for'the support 
of half-orphans. But it makes no allowance for 
the children of hopelessly disabled parents, among 
whom are now to be reckoned disabled soldiers; 
and the allowance for abandoned children is not 
available until they have been abandoned a year. 
As to orphans and half-orphans, the charities com- 
mittee favors a flat rate of ?150 a year. It favors 
an amendment that will give children of disabled 
parents a status among the State's wards, and also 
one that will bridge over the first year of a child's 
abandonment, during which, of course, it must eat 
and be supported. The committee is very earnest 
and is entirely justified in taking itself seriously. 
It had an appointment with the Board of Super- 
visors and the legislative delegation last Thurs- 
day, having the purpose to impress upon the offi- 
cial bodies^ the importance of action along the 
lines on which it was working. Members of the 
committee did not understand that the confer- 
ence of the lawmaking body with the municipal 
board was for any other purpose than to consider 
charity legislation. When they came upon a 
crowded board room, therefore, they were much 
gratified to see the interest taken in charity 
affairs. 
But after a prolonged and very earnest 


wrangle between legislators and supervisors over 
political courses of action—for instance, whether 
the San Francisco delegation should go right in 
and fight the dry candidate for speaker—super- 
visors, legislators and audience filed out, leaving 
the charity committee hanging in the air. There 
was then opportunity 1O understand why there 
had been such a full attendance at the 'session. 
The care of orphans and half-orphans and other 
juvenile unfortunates may be well enough in its 
way, but whether a. wet or dry speaker should 
preside over the Assembly was the vital thing. 
Action on Remasking 


The remasking controversy in the Board of 


Supervisors is interesting in its inner phase. The 
decision not to reinask was arrived at after a 
somewhat acrimonious discussion of the subject, 
following a very earnest recommendation by the 
Health Officer 
in its .favor. 
Rema.sking' was 


opposed by a sect on religious grounds, and by a 
large number of rafe, amusement and resort pro- 
prietors and merchants, who represented that it 
would greatly intorforo with the holiday business; 
and with .some mi .son claimed that, there being 
doubt nf its efficacy, it was justifiable to take a 
<'ham-e. 
Rcina-sking was voted down, nine to 


wvcn. Then the "flu'' flared up to such an extent, 
and such criticism ensued, that it became uncom- 
fortable 
f n members of (he board. The Civic

to back squarely down, and referred the ordinance 
re-enacting the masking ordinance to the Board 
of Health.

There are some insurgents in'the board 
who iasurge wlien.it doesn't matter politically; 
but it only takes a slight sign from the mayor 
to bring practical unanimity. Up to Wednesday 
the mask proposition had uot assumed the propor- 
tions of a political matter. On Friday, however, 
remasking was ordered. 
A Foolish Report 


The report of the finance committee of the 


Board of Supervisors on the miserable disclosures 
of graft in connection with the burial of soldier 
indigeats is 
the finest 
concoction of official 


pudding and milk of anything that has been 
served in recent times. It recites that it has been 
the custom of the superintendent of such burials 
—an appointed official—"to accept from under- 
takers §5 or §10 as a remuneration for services, 
notwithstanding the Act provides that such serv- 
ice shall be.performed without remuneration." 
"In the judgment of the committee this is wrong" 
—not because such a fee is exacted, but that the 
law does not justify it; that no stated compensa- 
tion'is provided for the superintendent, so that 
his fee will not have to be held out of the in- 
digent allowance. The committee learns from the 
superintendent that "in some cases 
payments 


were made-by him to undertakers where they 
ought'not to have been made." "As a result of 
the disclosures the committee recommends that a 
petition be seut to the Legislature recommend- 
ing that the Act of 1911 be amended so that'the 
superintendent of burial of former soldiers and 
sailors be properly compensated, according to 
services performed.1' A minor change in the 
method of paying the money is also 'recom- 
mended. Heretofore the superintendent has col- 
lected the money and paid it to th'e undertaker. 
He has been, in colloquial parlance, "the whole 
cheese." Hereafter the undertaker must collect 
his own bill and furnish proof that the deceased 
died unpossessed of sufficient means to meet his 
funeral expenses. 
Supervisor Suhr's connection 


as one of the profiting undertakers with the sordid 
business was not alluded to. Superintendent of 
Burial of Former Soldiers, and Sailors Smith did 
not even receive a slap on the wrist that he could 
feel. 
And yet the scandal was so rank that a 


body was ordered to be exhumed to see whether 
after the double payment the undertaker's work 
had been scamped. 
The Palace Change 


The taking over of the Palace Hotel by th'e Lin- 


nard syndicate is one of the sensations in hotel 
circles. Three weeks ago I had a hunch that such 
a move was under dicker. But it was discounted 
in the places where I sought confirmation, and 
flouted by some who were supposed to be in a posi- 
tion to know. The fact that the Palace has been 
running brimfull, and is the greatest lunch center 
in the city—that t<£ all appearances it was pros- 
pering inordinately under the former manage- 
ment—was against a rumor of a change. Such a 
change involved a vast money consideration or 
responsibility which it was not believed would be 
forthcoming. To the very last this doubt existed 


from New York; and then, negotiations were 
closed in a few hours. Great changes are not fore- 
shadowed for the Palace; but closer relations than 
existed in the former times when the Fairmont 
and Palace were linked in management will doubt- 
less result. Such a combination as ensues with 
the Linnard Eastern connection was expected ere 
this in a connection of the other leading hotel with 
the Woods enterprises, which he went East to 
superintend, but nothing of the kind has yet traii- 
spired in that direction. 
The Kindelon Mystery 


It is difficult .for the associates and acquaint- 


ances of Patrick J. Eandelon to believe that he 
committed suicide. He was a hearty man, not at 
all of the morbid cast, who bad made a success 
in life, and was accounted a man among men. It 
appeared that his family relations were happy. 
He was a man of great physical courage and de- 
termination. For twenty-three years he had been 
at the head of the Southern Pacific police bureau, 
and during that'time had proven his metal oft 
and again. 
He understood the marauders and 


criminals who prey upon railways better than 
any man, perhaps, in such service, and had van- 
quished them in. combat and cunning. 
From 


tramp to train robber they present a different 
type of criminals from those of any.other bcnr. 
His study of the tramp, or more properly speak- 
ing, perhaps, the railroad hobo, is most illuminat- 
ing of this form of degenerate, which is distinctly 
American. Two weeks ago extracts .from a dis- 
ourse'that he delivered before a body of fellow 
officials was given on this page, in which tramps 
were 
classified and 
1heir characteristics set 


forth. 
Ivindelon was energetic and had great 


relish for his work. Tracing crimes and running 
down criminals was to him an inviting dutv. He 
was looking forward to (he time, not far ahead, 
when he was to retire'from service with a pen- 
sion,, and of the enjoyments in store for one 'still 
active and hearty and with an unabated interest 
in the things* of life.

John Hance of Grand Canyon 


All who visited the Grand Canyon of the Colo- 


rado before a railroad was built up to the rim 
and a sumptuous hotel.erected right on its edge 
will be interested in. the despatch from Flagstaff 
conveying the news of the death of John Hance. 
In the times when the trip from railroad points 
was made in stages or .on horseback, John Hance 
figured as a character in the Grand Canyon 
region. In those other days citizens of Flagstaff 
organized a stage line from that town out to the 
most famous point on the canyon,'a.'distance of 
some seventy-five miles. The Santa Fe had a 
traffic arrangement with it, and it was my for- 
tune to be one of a party invited by the late'W. A. 
Bissell, Pacific coast representative of the Sanla 
Fe, to inaugurate ,the new enterprise. 
John 


Hance was the most celebrated exponent 'of - the 
mysteries and wonders of the Grand Canyon then 
extant, and bis services were secured for the oc- 
casion. It is now recalled that a good share of 
the pleasure of that trip was due to John Hance. 
He was a smallish, wiry man, not carrying an 
ounce of superfluous flesh, tanned and seamed by 
the dessicating Arizona, winds, abstemious, with 
that alertness and quickness of vision that the 
desert seems to inculcate. 
The despatch-tells 


about bis building the first trail into the canyon, 
which recalls his general attitude of proprietor- 
ship of the great natural wonder. 
But he re- 


garded everything as commonplace. 
The stupen- 


dous things affected him not at'all. It seemed 
to be a case of familiarity breeding contempt. We 
threw a stone off at Bissel Point, and a long time 
afterward heard it strike more than a mile below, 
—the perpendicular depth of the canyon here be- 
ing more than 6000 feet—and exclaimed at the 
unusual experience; but Hance could see nothipg 
to wonder at Taking account of the roaring 
cataract in the .vortex of the canyon, I wondered 
how Major Powell ever navigated a boat in such- 
waters with but one arm. Hance gave, a snort 
of derision and declared that he could go through 
there in a packing case! He was a most interest- 
ing character, and when I took leave of him his 
chief concern was the problem, of getting to a 
world exposition that would be on the next Tear.

Tberw Is a widespread Impression 


that because the war Is over and 
the pressure at the shipyards Is not 
so great that there 1s a let-up m 
the need for more homes in Oak- 
land. 


This Impression Is absolutely tr- 


roneoua. 
There never was a time 


-when the need Tor more homes was 
greater than It is today. Any vacan- 
cies created by the shifting "currents 
that have followed the end of the 
war have been filled as fast as they 
occurred. 
There are practically no 
vacancies save those that constitute 
the very dregs of the city's housing 
facilities. 


Hundreds, 
It 
not thousands, of 


families are, figuratively, milling 
around on the fringes of Oakland, 
waiting for rentable vacancies to ap- 
pear. 
Scores of families are being 


turned away from Oakland 
every 
month. 
Returning soldiers are un- 


able to find decent houses for rent. 
The growth of the city hag practifal- 
ly stopped. For thts amount of rgsi- 
dentlal building that la going on is 
still negligible. 
The figures 
are 
now available 


showing the nnmber of houses built 
in Oakland in 1918. -.There were 753, 
which, while a greater number than 
In 1917, Is a smaller number than 
In any other year since before the 
fire. 
In fact; December sets, a new- 


record of slack building, with exact- 
ly one two-story house started in 
this metropolitan community. Com- 
pare. that with maximum totals in 
other years of 44, 48, 60 and even 
60 two-story houses a month.

comes to the university for the- spring 
semester as Sather professor of classical 
literature, will offer two courses of lec- 
tures 
on 
Greek 
subjects, 
beginning 


about February 4. One series, two lec- 
tures a week, on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days, ats o'crock, will deal with "Greek 
and English Poetry," and the other, one 
lecture a week, on Wednesdays, at 4 
o clock, with "Aristotle and Aristotel- 
ianlsm." Not only students of tlie uni- 
versity but the general public is Invtted 
to attend these lectures. 
In addition, 
Professor Shorey will conduct a course 
in Aristotle for .advanced students of 
Greek and of philosophy. 


Professor Shorey was Sather profes- 


sor of classical literature in tho fall of

and delivered a remarkable series

El wood Mead, head of the state land 
settlement board and professor of ru- 
ral institutions at the "University 
of 


Cjil!for?,la- are properly analyzed. 
otartllng information concerning the 
p-adual decrease of farms and farmers 
In Eastern states, long looked to as the 
leading agricultural centers of thd na- 
tion, have been prepared by Dr. -Mead_ 
as a result of Investigations made by 
nim into the land colonization project 
for returned soldiers. 
In contrast to the growing disregard 
of the Eastern states for things savor- 
ing of farms and fanning 
Ur. Mead 
declares that California In particular 
and the West In general aro gradually 
coming to the front aa leaders in agri- 
cultural production. 
For thai reason 


ho declares California will have the op- 
portunity of leading the nation in open- 
ing farms for returned war heroes. 


NEW« E N G L A N D LOSES 
"During the last 50 years the area of 
farming land in New England has de- ; 
creased 42 per cent." says Ur. Mead. ' 
"5n the last 70 years tho sheep on New 
England farms have decreased 
from 


4,000,000 to 430,000, or S3 per cent. 
Tho 
newspapers of ihe last 30 days have 
had disquieting- reports of 
emaciated 
children and discontented city workers, 
due to th« high prices and in.ideuuata 
supply of miHv. 
In the last quarter of 
a century the population of Massachu- 
setts increased 
SO per cent, while tha 


^ocfll milk supply diminished 21 
per 


t-ent, and New Kn^land now Imports 
milk from Canada. 
"Tho soil of Connecticut is as fertile 
as the sand dunes of Denmark 
and 
the Nutmeg state is as thickly peopled, 
yet in the last GO years SOO.OOO acres 
of Connecticut land have gone out of 
cultivation while In tho 
same 
tlmo 


1,000,000 acres have been added to tha 
cultivated area of Denmark." 


As evidence of California's strides In 


mooting agricultural needs Dr 
Mead 
declares that .this state 
Is 
the only 
American state which had adopted the 
land settlement plan, pointing to the 
Durham colony as "a stride far in ad- 
vance of the remainder of the nation. 
'The Durham settlement is mofc. than 
a self-supporting addition to the state's 
population and productive wealth." he 
fSays. 
"it 
Is a significant 
patriotic 
achievement. 
Settlements of this kind 
are an antidote to tenantry; tho best 
way to stop tho drift of young people 
to tho cities." 


In addition, Dr. Mead declares that 
the California settlement has an Im- 
portant relation to the movement 
to- 
provide homes for returning soldiers. 
Ho says: 


"Every soldier who wants to live In 
the country, and who is qualified 
to 
succeed there, should be given a chance. 
It cannot 
bo 
done 
Kuccessfuliy by 
financing farm buying by scattered In- 
dividuals. 
It can 
he 
done 
through 
planned community development. 
"That is the conclusion of all of tho 
countries which have had the most .ex- 
perience and have given the most study 
to' this subject. 
IDngland, 
Australia, 
New Zealand and even France are mak- 
ing generous but carefully thought-out 
provisions for communities of 
soldier 
settlers. 


"The policy which Secretary Lane has 
presented'to tho nation, If adopted, will 
both add new productive areas and help 
to end our crude and destructive meth- 
ods of cultivation. 
It will start thin 
nation on a new and hotter kind of 
rural progress, whose effect will be felt 
for many decades to come."

Witnesses French Joy in Alsace 
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Alameda Girl Tells of Celebration 


ALAMBDA, Jan. 11. — AlexJne Mitch- 


ell, Alameda girl who has been In Franca 
ever since 'the war started, has written 
to her parents, Major and Mrs. C. L. 
Tilden, of a. 250 rniJe trip into Alsace 
to witness the triumph of France in tho 
recovered colony. 
The little flivver of 
Miss Mitchell made the 250 mile run 
in a day without a mishap, though a 
high-powered car which essayed 
the 
same trip, broke down, and was three 
days getting back home. Miss Mltcheu 
writes in part: 
"Day 
before yesterday we had the 
most marvelous trip. 
It was the day 


of 
Uio celebration of the 
return of 
Strasbourg to France after 47 years. 
We started out, two cars full. 
ilrs. 
Da WE on and Mrs. La.th.rop in one ana 
six of us girls In old 'George,' the car L 
first dfove down here, He has had a 
new engine, well deserved, and ran more 
than 300 kilometers like a bird. 
"We went a long way through the 
Vosges mountains, fairly riddled at tho 
frontier with dugouts, 
gun 
emplace- 
ments, trenches, etc., all Intensely In- 
teresting. 
Finally, 
the 
road 
Hlrnply 


ended in a great pile of logs and earth 
thrown across it, and beyond that wo 
know lay No Man's Land. We turned 
back, and took a steep road to the 
right which led us Into little towns cov- 
ered with German military signs. 
"All through 
the mountains It had 
been brought forcefully to ua that the 
war was over by the absence of all hu- 
man beings from dugouts and trenches, 
and now the litt'e towns greeted us with 
flags from every window, very often a 
stars and stripes amidst the Frencn. 
We passed through many a triumphal 
arch of flimsy 
construction, covered 


with pine boughs nncl gaily colored paper 
chains and a, stirring Inscription across 
the top: "Seyez le Bieuvenus!" or "Vivc 
la France et la Republlque!" "Homme'ir 
aux Vainfjuers!" 
"Vive 
Noa Hlbera- 
teurs!" "Vive lea Allies!" 


HOUSES DECORATED. 


"The little nouses were decorated with 
anything the Inhabitants happened to 
have in the way of bright colors, linked 
paper streamers and red and white paper 
rosettes, pitifully, bachel We came upon 
a heap of camouflaged boche helmets, 
mitrailleuse belts, gas masks, etc., In 
the midst of one little village.

stretched, appealing hands of the unfortunate? 


Doubtless thousands-of American girls have 


asked themselves -this question. Thousands of 
them have chosen the rough; uncomfortable road 
that led to a heroic performance of patriotic ser- 
vice.

vice and hard work.

tary passes to visit their homes • in neighboring 
villages. But gone also were bridges, parts of< rail- 
road tracks and well kept roads. 


Trudging over hard stone roads for miles these 


tired, disappointed people sank down In the rem- 
nants of their once happy little) homes, dlsconso- 
Jate and miserable. 


Yes, they had determined to return 'to their 


homes, even though home meant only a pile of 
Stones. 


But they noted, as they trudged along, and later

"Lincoln the Politician," by 
JOHN MASEFIELD 
COLLECTED 


Aaron Levy, Gioes New 
Light on Study of Mar- 
tyred President. 


The books which have been writ- 


ten about Abraham Lincoln make 
an Interesting and lengthy collec- 
tion. 
Of the making of such books 


there is no end, seemingly. 
New 


bits 
of 
information, 
new 
letters 


written by the martyred statesman 
himself, new 
flashes 
of 
personal 


recollecUon, are 
cropping 
-up In- 


termittently, and men who knew 
the great Emancipator or who have 
h:..d access to his more intimate life 
ai d affairs as history records them, 
are continually putting down for an 
in.iaUable public their information. 


From school days up, the youth 


of the nation are fed upon stories 
of Abraham Lincoln, and such em- 
phasis has been placed 
upon 
his 


meagre boyhood and his Impover- 
ished youth, with 
increasing 
etn- 


phasis upon his triumphs as 
the 


leader of a nation that posterity has 
neglected to a large extent, 
those .ff 


thirty years 
which 
Intervene be- 


tween his first acquaintance 
-with 


politics 
and 
political affairs 
In 


Indiana, 
during 
the 
early 
'30s, 


through the long years of his devoi 
tl<>n to his conviction of the wrong 
of slavery and his determination to 
strike It a 
blow 
which 
"would 


count." 


Lincoln's political life, after 
his 


advent Into national politics up to 
the time of his death, was not the 
miraculous result 
of 
an 
inspired 


political genius. It was the fruition 
of the career of a practical poli- 
tician, a. man who had 
terved 
his 


apprenticeship in the school of local 
politics, who had "taken a hand" 
with the farmers to prove his ability 
to hold office, or who had thrashed 
the bully of the small town gang 
to demonstrate his prowess as leader. 


T. Aaron Levy has given a mem- 


orable, bit of light upon that period 
of Lincoln's' caree.r 
in 
a. volume 


which bears the title, "Lincoln, the 
Politician." 


The 
book, 
which 
details 
the 


political growth and development of 
Lincoln from his earliest days in 
Indiana and 
Illinois through 
the 


period of his service In Washington 
as a member of Congress at the tlmo 
of the 
Missouri 
Compromise 
ancl 


the Dred Scott decision, will prove 
a valuable addition to the existing 
Lincoliila.na_ 
Much of the 
narra- 


tive is taken from Lincoln's speeches 
and letters, or from the letters of 
his partner, Herndon, 
and 
others 


associated with him in those years 
of continual growth. The author has 
interjected his own 
interpretations 


of Lincoln's acts and motives most 
satisfactorily, giving wherever pos- 
sible the right of way to Lincoln's 
ou n statement of his convictions and 
actions. 


It Is aa the politician—the man 


engaged In the technique of leading 
and winning public 
opinion—that 


Mr. Levy shows us his Lincoln. 


"Love of kind alone transcended 


Lincoln's 
political 
ambition. His 


career 
as 
President, 
statesman, 


emancipator, is o. mystery Unless his 
preparation for leadership ia dem- 
onstrated. 
He was no product 
of 


sudden elevation, no creature of op- 
portunity. 
Lincoln tho plain poli- 


tician, tho Illinois legislator, 
the 


Congressman, and the prairie de- 
bater was a child of the grocery 
store, of the pioneer gathering, of 
caucus and convention. 
H was. this 


political training that determined the 
mode In which he breathed Hfo Into 
tho momentous proclamation of tho 
nineteenth century."

picks up a volume of modern dramas

stated: "Tragedy at Its best 'is a 
vision of the heart of life. The heart 
of life can only be laid bare in the. 
agony and 
exultation of 
dreadful 


acts. The union of agony, or spirit- 
ual-contest, pushed beyond the lim- 
its of the dying personality, is exalt- 
ing and cleansing. It Is only by such 
vision 
that

•brought to the passionate knowledge 
of things exciting and eternal. 


"Commonplace people dislike trag-

They certainly 
stir the soul; they are fulj. of that 
terrible quality we call tragedy, and 
Mosefield has done the world service 
in showing with his draJnatlc power 
that the common, tho poor, tho lowly, 
feel all the movements of this ter- 
rible power as much, and as well, as 
do those who occupy tho seats of the 
mighty. In the Campdon wonder tho 
whole 
play 
of 
emotion 
revolves 


around John, who, angered by the 
worth, the superiority, Ihe character 
and dignity of his younger brother, 
Dick, and at his mother because she 
urges him to quit his drinking anrl 
evil companionship, willfully and de- 
liberately accuses them with him- 
self of having mtirdored a man for 
his gold. The Infernal stupidity of 
the fool is but one element in1 tho 
tragic horror—he was willing to dla 
tho felon's de<ath to bring down his 
brother and mother; but one ran 
conceive the play of emotion that 
sweeps over these two innocent ones 
who cannot comprehend this strange 
action of their brother and son. First 
comas tho dashing surprise, then tho 
indignant amazement, then tho pity

finally, tho pathetic anger, its a full

If one could hut lonrn the won-

very hesitant in judging the motives 
of another, then these plays would 
add materially to the progress of the 
world. 


Masefield's "Phillip the Second, of 


Spain," Is especially applicable at 
this time, with the pitiful spectacle 
before 
the 
world of a dethroned 


monarch, who, a few short mnnlh.s 
ago, regarded himself as the most 
securely 
entrenched 
sovereign of 


e-arth. The world, oulaido of Spain, 
Is in the habit of regarding the de- 
struction of the. Spanish Armada as 
a decided benefit to civilization. And 
how few have ever considered the 
Spanish vlow of it, and especially tho 
view of'the great monarch whose 
hopes for years had been centered 
upon it while It was in the building. 
Maaofleld sets these before us with 
his peculiar dramatic power. We see 
that side of the king that reminds 
us so much of William the 
fnllen. 


praying that God would bless bin 
great fleet gone forth to cha.stlse tho 
ungodly English. We see him in close 
converse with his dear daughter, 
who, 
of course, was blind to her 


father's cruelties, tyrannies and mur- 
ders. Then we see him as the fears 
come over him that all is not wel> 
with his- great fleet, nnd when the 
voices of 
the 
night 
disturb his 


dreams, the voices of those Indians 
he hag slain, of his brother John 
whom he murdered, of others he hurt 
used 
and cast aside, broken and 


bruised, and his struggles with him- 
self are mado manifest. Then, truly, 
tho terror of tragedy Is set before 
us. It culminates only when the full, 
flood of the evil tidings of the. com- 
I'lote destruction of his great Ar- 
mada, and the death of his beloved 
friend, Leoya. tho admiral, comr. to 
him.

Dr. Bernhelm and the men and 


women, associated irith him were in 
the war from the first, so far as 
America was concerned, and were 
in to do what they could to help 
keep Undo Sam's men in the fight 
as long as possible.

Statistics from libraries and 
book 


counters bear out the statement that 
the days of 
exceeding 
popularity 


for all manner of war books, save 
one or two, has ended. 


The exceptions are those books 


which interpret the war, the words 
of recognized 
authorities 
as 
to 


causes and tendencies. 
In 
other 


words, the public already Is demand- 
ing something of historical signifi- 
cance and is surfeited with the de- 
scriptive and rhetorical efforts. 


There are a few men In the world 


whose opinions on the 
war 
will 


eagerly be sought and 
there 
are 


some few whose words have been 
impatiently awaited. 


To a, large number the fact that 


Vlocount Bryce, famous author 
o£ 


"The American Commonwealth," has 
written of -the European war 
has 


signaled, an 
opportunity for 
con- 


structive reading. The book Is called 
''Eesays and Addresses In War Time" 
and Is of double value because many 
of the chapters were written In the 
light of contemporary events. 
No 


judgments have been altered by the 
passage of time, and the 
opinions 


reflected are the natural ones of the 
time and events. 


Bryce has written of the war In 


general, its causes, 
some 
of 
its 


phenomena, its social effects, and 
its relation to human progress. 
He 


has examined the history 
of 
the 


meaning of what Is called tho prin- 
cipal of nationality, and sets forth 
briefly the questions requiring 
the 


application of that principal to the 
treaty of peace. 
The. final chapter 


deals with the idea or plan

league of nations to enforce peace.

England Into the war in manner that 
leaves no opportunity for rebuttal, 
and ho explodes the old story that 
the British fleet was mobilized with 
a. view to war. 
The indictment he 


draws against Germany 
is merci- 


lessly true to fact and masterfully 
handled. 
In 
these 
counts, 
with 


Belgium,' Northern France and the 
Lusltanta before us, we have been 
wont to overlook the chapters that

Theology," The Lltmls of Personal 
Agency, Do Miracles Happen?, The 
Soul and Immortality, The Problem 
of Evil, Religion and Ethics, Tho 
Catholic Church, Prostestantism, and 
then 
the 
final and 
all-important 


chapter from tho author's stand- 
point, The Humanist's Religion. 
In 


this he contends that religion Is for 
here and now; it ig full of courage 
and purpose and transforming en- 
ergy; it values human life, human 
endeavor, 
human 
loves, 
human, 


needs as of great and impors-tive Im- 
portance; It is not an easy- flowing 
with the tide, but a brave and stal- 
wart effort to direct t ides -where they 
should flow, where they -will bring 
real lay, real content, into the hearts 
o£ men; it must provide education, 
fullest opportunity for complete de- 
velopment and free association -with 
all persons and things noble and ele- 
vating. And he winds up with these 
frequent words;

Buenaventura was founded and the 
presidio mission of .Santa Barbara. 
. 


Now a halt was called on account 


of a terrible occurrence on the Colo- 
rado rmer. 
GarceH. on his various 


trips, had come to tho conclusion 
tnat the Yu/na Indians should bo 
missionized. and aa tho result of his 
recommendation two 
missions' had 
been established for them, one near 
where the present town of Yuma'is, 
the other not far from the great 
•vyork of tho United State's reclama- 
tion service, the Laguna dam. 
But 


adequate military protection was not 
given, nor were the Dowers of the 
padres deemed Eufiiciont to prevent 
the encroachments of the soldiers 
upon tho rights of the Indians. The 
upshot was the latter became en- 
raged at the soldiers and decided to 
destroy every one of them, also tho 
Priests, and all connected with the 
newcomers. Ttrey did this so effect- 
ively that even the military gov- 
ernor of California. Rivera, with his 
escort, who happened to arrive at 
tho time of the uprising was slain 
and tho mission buildings destroyed 
,, , Jook £°roe time to overcome 
tills blow and it is doubtful whethr-r 
Padre Serra ever 
fully 
recovered 
rrom the effect it had upon him. His 
strenuous and zealous endeavors on 
behalf 
of tho Indians, his tireless 
energy In traveling up and down the 
coast and making his trips to Mex- 
ico combined with the Injuries he 
had inflicted upon himself in the 
early days of his preaching had so 
weakened him that it was evident 
to his friends that he waa rapidly 
falling. 
And Indeed his life work 
was practically ended. 
As if with 
J71?1 option of his end he made a 
xisltaUon to all the missions.

CHAPTER XV. 


r-ALOTPS ACCOUNT OF SERRA'S 
DKATIf. 


Palou thus tells the story of Ser- 


ra's last days: 


"Upon receipt ot the letter of the 
Reverend Father President, in which 
he asked me to go to Monterey, al- 
though he did not ask me to come 
quickly. I Decided I had better so 
by land as the vessel would be de- 
layed in sailing. 
I arrived at 
the 


Mission of San Carlos on tho ISth 
of August and found his Kevercnce 
very weak indeed, although he was 
up and around, though with a heav- 
iness on his chest- 
But for all that 


he did not refrain from going to 
church in the afternoon to recite 
tho Christian doctrine and the pray- 
ers with the neophytes, concluding 
the vespers with the tender and de- 
vout 
hymn 
which 
the Venerable 
Father 
Margil 
had 
composed in 
honor of the Assumption of' Our 
Lady, in whose Octavo we happened 
to be. On hearing him sing with his 
usual natural voice, I said to a sol- 
dier 
who 
was standing 
by and 


speaking- with me, that tho Father 
President did not seem to be so 
very Hick. 
To this the soldier re- 


plied <he had known him since the 
year 1763), Yather, we must not be, 
loo confident; he is sick, but this 
Saintly Father, when It comes 
to 


praying- and singing; is alwavs well; 
but he is almost finished.1 


"Tho next day, 
which 
was the 


1 !Uh of the month, he charged me 
with the singing 
of 
the 
mass in 


honor of tho most Holy Patriarch, 
Saint Joseph, as ho was accustomed 
to do every month, saying that he 
was not well enough to do it. I did 
so. but his Reverence did not fall to 
take his place in the choir, and sing 
with the neophytes, and repeat the 
seven 'Our Fathers' and the usual 
prayers. 
In the afternoon he did 
not fall to repeat the prayers and to 
sing- the verses of the Virgin, and on 


tho' next day, which was Friday, he 
look part in the usual exercise of 
tho Stations 
of 
the Cross in the 
church with all the people. 


Wo took 
up, 
one 
by 
one, thrj 


points which ho had called rno to 
discuss with him 
while 
we 
were, 


waiting for tho arrival 
of the ves- 


sel. 
But he always caused me to 


fear his death was near at hand, be- 
cause, whenever he entered into his 
little room or cell, which was made 
of adubo, wo would find him 
very 


much absorbed and quiet, although 
his companion told me that he had 
been that way ever since the Facul- 
ty to Confirm had expired, which, 
as I have said, was on the same day 
in which the vessel anchored in the 
port of these establishments. 
Five 
days after my arrival at Monterey 
the packet-boat came In. 
Immedi- 
ately tho royal surgeon came out to 
tho Mission to visit the Reverend 
Father President, und finding him 
so distressed with his chest trouble 
he proposed to apply some plasters 
In. order to 
draw 
out the humor 


which had gathered in his breast 
He replied that ho might apply aa 
many of these kinds of medicanta 
as he pleased. 
He did so without 


any other effect than that of adding 
to the pain of the afflicted body, 
but neither this strong remedy, nor 
the other pains from which ho suf- 
fered, produced from him the' slight- 
est indication of any feeling, and he 
went about as if ho had none ot 
these maladies and were quite well. 
As there had been brought out on 
the vessel some cloth for the supply 
of the Mission, he set about cutting 
it with his own hands and distrib- 
uting it among tho converts to cover 
their nakedness. 


MESSISN'GKR RETURNS. 


"On the 25th of August he men- . 


tloncd to me how sorry he felt that 
the Fathers had not come from the 
two Missions 
o'f San Antonio and 


San Luis Obispo and that ho feared 
that the letters had been delayed. 
Immediately I sent to the presidio 
and the messenger came back with 
the letters saying that they had for- 
ffotten to send them. As soon as I 
had informed myself of their con- 
tents and saw that .it was to invite 
them to como to bid him farewell, 
1 sent 
off a messenger 
with the 


» loiters, adding In the postscript that 


they must come as soon as Possible, 
as I feared that it would not be long 
before our beloved Prelate would 
leave us, judging 
from 
his great 


weakness. 
Although both of them* 


Bet-out as soon its they received the 
letters, tljey did not arrive in time 
its tho one from the Mission of Sari 
Antonio, 
which 
is 
twenty-five 
leagues distant, arrived 
after 
his 


death, but in time for the funeral 
while the one from San Luis, fifty 
leagues distant, arrived three days 
later and only able to be present at 
the Memorial 
Service 
which was 
held on the 7th. 


"On the 26th he arose more ex- 
hausted, saying that he had passed 
a bad night and that he wished to 
make disposition of himself in order 
that God might dispose of him. Me 
passed the whole day in retirement 
without admitting of any distraction 
whatever, and at night, he repeated 
with me his General Confession In 
many 
tears, 
but 
with 
complete 


knowledge 
of 
himself, as he had 


been entirely well. 
When this was 


r. nished, after a little time spent in 
n.edltation, he took a cup of broth 
and lay down saying that he did 
not wish anyone to remain -with him 
In his room. 


"At daybreak on the 27th I went 
to see him and found him with his 
breviary in his hands, as he was 
always accustomed to begin Matins 
before daybreak. 
In reply to my 


question how he 
had passed the 


night he replied that 
he 
was al- 


right, but that it might be well 
to 


consecrate a Host and to keep it in 
reserve until he would let me know. 
Thlij I did, and when the mass was 
over, I returned to advise him and 
he said that he was ready to recelvo 
the Most Divine Viaticum and that 
he would go to the church to receive 
It. I told him that this was npt nec- 
esHnry, that we could adorn'the cell 
aa attractively as possible and that 
His Divine Majesty would come to 
visit him there. 
He replied in the 


negative saying that he preferred to 
receive it in the church, seeing that 
he could walk, there was no reason 
why hia Lord should come to him. 
T had to yield and to carry out his 
holy wishes. 
He went by himself 


to the church (a distance of one 
hundred 
yards), 
accompanied 
by 


the commander ot the garrison, who 
had come 
to 
the 
ceremony, with 


some troops, which he had joined 
with that of the Mission. 
All the 
Indians of the village or Mission ac- 
companied the devoted sick Father 
to the church with extreme tender- 
ness and affection. 


"On arriving at the steps of the 
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little rush chair leaning against the 
bed. 
This consisted of a few hard 


boards roughtly hewn and covered 
with only a. blanket, which he used 
rather to coVer himself with than 
to soften his couch for resting, and 
he did not even have a sheep skin 
as is the custom in tiio College. 
Ho 


always slept this way when on tho 
road, stretching out on tho ground 
a blanket and a pillow and lying 
down upon them to got tho neces- 
sary rest, sleeping always with a 
Cross upon his breast which he held 
in his arms. 
It was about a foot In 


length and ho had carried it since 
he lived in the novitiate of the Col- 
lego and had never left it behind 
hut always took it with him on his 
journeys together with the blanket 
and tho pillow. In his Mission, and 
other places where he stopped, as 
soon as he arose from his bed ho 
low. 
So it waa on this occasion, as 


would put the Cross upon the pll- 
ho had not wished to lie down dur- 
ing the night nor during the 
next 


morning of die day in which he was 
to yield his soul to his Maker. 


"About 10 o'clock in the morning 


of St. Augustine's Day tho officers 
from the frigate camo to see him. 
They were the 
captain 
and com- 


mander, Don Jose Conlzarea, very 
well known to his Reverence since 
the time of tho first expedition in 
tho year 17B9, and the Rx>ya.l Chap- 
lain, Don Christobal Diaz, whom he 
had also known In tho port in the 
year 1779. He received them with 
every mark ot" esteem, ordering that 
the bells bo rung in their honor. He 
stood up to give each one a close 
embrace, just as if he were quite 
well, meeting them with all the com- 
pliments 
and ceremonies 
befitting 
their rank, 
and whan 
they were 


seated his Reverence occupying the 
little stool, they told him of 
the 


voyages which they had made 
to 


Peru since tho time he had 
seen 


them, in the year 1779. 


"After having heard their story 
he said to them: 'Well, Sirs, I am 
thankful that after so long a time 
in which we have not seen one an- 
other and in which you made so long 
a voyage that you have been able 
to corne to this far distant port in 
order to Place a little earth upon 
my body.1 
When the officers apd all 


the rest of us who were present heard 
thus we wrere quite surprised, because 
wo saw him sitting there in his lit- 
tle chair and yet we heard him use 
this very expression. 
They said to 


him (scarcely concealing the 
tears 


which they could not keep back), 
'No, Father, wo trust in God that 


Tride ^cK end mined Owned 
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presbytery his Reverence knelt by 
the side of the little table which had 
been prepared for this service. 
I 
came out of the vestry robed, and 
approached the altar. 
While I was 
preparing the incense in order to 
begin the 
religious 
ceremony the 


ardent servant of God intoned 
the 
verses which begin with the words: 
'Tantus et-(jo Sacramentum,' 
with 
his natural voice as 
sonorous 
as 


when in gdod health, though 
the 
tears in hi.s eyes showed his emo- 
tion. I administered 
to 
him the 


Holy Viaticum with all the ceremo- 
nies of the 
ritual 
and 
when this 
most devout function had been con- 
cluded, which I had never seen un- 
der such circumstances, his Rever- 
ence remained kneeling in tho same 
posture, giving thanks to the Lord. 
When he had finished he returned 
to his little room accompanied by 
all the people. Some of them were 
weeping from devotion and tender- 
ness, and others from grief and sor- 
row, because they feared they were 
to be deprived 
of 
their 
beloved 
Father. 
He remained alone, 
and 


going to his cell, seated himself in 
the chair by the table and fell into 
deep abstraction. When I saw him 
so withdrawn with himself I did not 
allow anyone to go in to speak to 
him. 


"I saw that the carpenter 
from 
the Presidio was about to g-o In, and 
when I stopped him, he told me 
that the Father liad sent for him 
to have him make the coffin for his 
burial and he wished to ask him 
how he wanted it. This affected me 
very much but I would not allow 
him to go in to speak to the Father, 
but told him to make the 
coffin 
just as he had made the one for 
Father 
Crespi. 
His 
Reverence 
passed the whole day in absolute 
silence 
and 
profound recollection, 
sitting in his chair and taking a lit- 
tle soup only once In all the day, 
and without lying down. 


REPEATS LITANY. 
. 


"At nleht he felt worse and asked 


me for the Ho!y Oils. 
This Holy 


Sacrament ha received seated on a 
little stool made of ru.sb.es, and he 
repeated with us the Litany of the 
Saints with the Penitential Psalms. 


The Old Confessional at SHu Ju.au 


He passed the whole night wltKout 
sleeping, the greater part of 
the 


time kneeling and leaning his breast 
against the boards of his bed. When 
I asked him why 
he, 
did 
not lie 


down-for a little while, he replied 
that ho felt a little easier in that 
position. 
At other times he' waa 


-seated on tho floor, leaning against 
the breast of some one of the con- 
verts, who were all night long in tho 
cell, attracted 
by 
the 
srreat love 


which they 
had 
for 
him as the 
Father who had begotten them in 
the 
Lord. 
"When I saw 
him 
so 
greatly exhausted and leaning upon 
the arms of the Indians I asked the 
surgeon how ho thought he was. Ho 
.replied (as he seemed to be much 
aggravated) that it appeared to him 


that the Venerable Father was anx- 
ious to die upon the floor. 
"I went in soon after and asked 


him if he wished Absolution and the 
Application of Plenary Indulgence. 
He replied in tho affirmative. 
He 


prepared himself for it, and 
then, 
getting 
on 
his knees, he received 


Plenary Absolution and J applied to 
him the Plenary Indulgence of the 
Order. 
With 
this 
he was greatly 


comforted and spent the rest of tho 
night in the manner I have de- 
scribed. 
The next day was that ot 


St. Augustine, tho 28th of August, 
and he seemed 
somewhat 
better, 


With less of suffocation in the chest, 
although during the whole night he 
had not slept, nor eaten anything. 
He spent the morning seated in his

conversion.' 
Tho 


Servant of God replied (who If ho 
had not revealed to him the hour ot 
his death, could at least say that it 
was very near at hand): 
'Yes, yes. 


Please do me this charity and work 
of mercy of throwing a little earth 
over me and I shall lie very thank- 
f u l - t o you.' 
And then fixing his 


eyes on me he said: 'I wish you to 
bury me 
in 
the 
church 
next to 
Father Fs. Juan Crespi, 
for 
the 


present, and when the stone church 
is built, you may place me where 
you will.' 
"When my teara could be con- 


trolled enough to allow me to re- 
ply, I said to him: "Father Presi- 
dent, if it is God's wish to take you 


to himself, It shall be done as/your 
Reverence desires and In that casa 
I ask your Reverence for the sake, 
of the great love and affection which, 
you have .always had for mo that 
when you arrive In tfie presence you 
will offer adoration In my name, and 
that you will not forget me nor 
to pray^for 
all those who dwell iu 


these establishments, ana especially 
for those who are here present.' 'I 
promise,1' he said, 'that if the Lord 
In His infinite mercy shall grant mo 
this everlasting felicity which. I in. 
no wise d,eserve on account of 
my 


faults, that I will do so for all. and 
that fie may grant the conversion 
of all those pagan people whori: [ 
am leaving unconverted.' 


"Not long- after ho asked we 
to 


sprinkle the room with holy water. 
This I did, and when I asked hint if. 
he felt any pain ho said 'No.' 
But 


he asked me that I would do it time 
he might have none. 
Then he re- 


mained awhile in profound silence- 
Suddenly ho spoke to me us if much 
frightened and said: 'I have coma 
under tho shadow of a. great fear; 
I am very much afraid. Read to me 
the Recommendation for the Soul 
and please speak loud that I may 
hear if 
This I did, attended by all 
the officers from tho vessel, as well 
as by his companion, FT. Matias 
Noriega, 
the 
surgeon, 
and many 


others from the vessel and front the 
Mission, i read the Recommenda- 
tion for the Soul, to which, the dy- 
ing man made the responses as if 
he were well, sitting on his littla 
stool, and moving ail our hearts to 
tenderness. 


As soon as I had finished he burst 


forth 
quite 
full 
of joy, sayiEjr: 
"Thanks be to God! 
Thanks be (o 


God,! 
Ho has quite taken away my 


fear! 
Thanka be to God, there ia 


no fear now. and so let us go out- 
side.1 
We all went to another lit- 


tle outside room with his Reverence 
and all were astonished and filial 
with joy at seeing- this new spirit In 
hirn. The captain of the vessel then 
said to htm': 'Father President, you. 
see what my Patron Saint. San An- 
tonio, can do. .1 have asked him to 
make you well and, I expect that, he 
will do it and that you will be mak- 
ing: some more voyages in behalf of 
these poor Indians.1 
The Venerable 
Father did not 
reply to this, but 


with a little smile which he gave 
he made us all to understand that 
ho did not expect such a thing, nor 
did ho think he would recover. 
"He sat down In the chair by tha 
table 
and 
taking 
up 
the Dlvino 


Book began to recite the prayers. 
As soon as he had finished I re- 
minded him that it was after 
1 


o'clock In the afternoon and asked 
him If ho would like a, cup of broth, 
and when ho had assented he took 
it. 
After giving thanks, he said: 
'Let us now go to rest.' He went on 
foot to his little room, where he had 
his bed of boards, and taking 
off 


only his mantle, ho lay down upon, 
the 
blanket 
which 
covered 
tho 


hoards, taking his Cross as before 
described, in order to compose him- 
self for sleep. We all thought it was 
to sleep, seeing that In all the night 
he had not closed his eyes. 
The of- 


ficers went out to dine, but as I waa 
somewhat solicitous for him I re- 
turned after a few moments, and 
going up to the bed to see if bo was 
asleep I found him just as wo had 
left him a little 
before, 
but 
now 
asleep in the Lord, without having 
made any sign or movement of tho 
agonies of death, his body showing 
no other sign of death than the ces- 
sation of breathing-. 
He seemed to 
bo asleep, and we devoutly believed 
that he slept In 
the 
Lord a little 


after two in the afternoon of 
St. 


Augustine's Day, In the year 1784, 
and that ho has gone to receive in 
heaven tho reward for his Apostolic 
labors. 


"His laborious 
life 
camo 
to an 


end at the ago 
of 
seventy years, 


nine months 
and 
four 
days. 
He 


lived 
in 
the 
world sixteen years, 


nine months and thirteen days. Of 
these latter in the exercise of his 
Apostolic ministry, he passed thirty- 
five years, four months and thirteen 
days, In which time ho accomplished 
the glorious deeds which we have 
seen, in which his merits were moro 
numerous than his 
steps, 
having 
lived In continual activity, always 
busy in virtuous and holy exercises 
and the salvation of souls. He who 
with so great labor worked for oth- 
ers, will he not have done even moro 
for the saving of his own soul? 
I 
might say a great deal, but the sub- 
ject demands more time and moro 
repose. 
If God will permit and if 
it be His Will, I will not neglect tho 
labor of writing something concern- 
ing his heroic virtues for the sake 
of edifying and encouraging other7.

Her grlefstricken, 


loving daughter was supported at the 
funeral liy her brother-in-law, Dr. Hart-

wives. 


Mrs. Coker had a keen sense of hu- 


mor but she insisted upon being un- 
consciously sarcastic when Los Ange- 
les was mentioned. Her daughter lives 
there and for several years unceasing- 
ly implored her mother to join her, 
but the dear old lady could not be in- 
duced to leave the dainty little home 
where she nnd her late husband had 
dwelt so many happy years. Her rea- 
son, forcibly 
given, was ever, "My 


dear, wlia^t you ask is impossible. I 
will not go to Los Angeles and live 
there while It grows up—I've pioneered 
enough in my lifetime."

Why Art Should 


Not Be Taxed 


One of the eloquent by-products 


of America's lamentable unacquaint- 
ance. with art is the import tax levied 
upon art products. 
It cries out to 


tho world our persistent resistance to 
the Influences of art. 


Artists—artists 
of 
repute—have 


nover desired It, nor has it ever 
been tolerable to the best craftsmen 
of iho country, nor to the art-lovers 
who create and provide a market for 
art products. 


But for ono reason or another, tho 


shameful thing still persists, numer- 
ous efforts to remove it notwith- 
standing. 


Indeed, the movement Is of the 


same status as the effort to create 
a ministry of fine arts in the presi- 
dential cabinet, a movement recently 
instituted by the Council of Inter- 
Allied Arts of California here in tho 
West and by the American Federa- 
tion of Art in the East. 


During the last session of Congress 


tho oft-recurring bill to repeal tho 
offensive measure,' the. existence of 


which 
is 
irrefutable evidence 
of 


America's non-art conscience, Hon. 
John Qtiinn of the ways and means 
committee offered one of the clear- 
est speeches that have been pre- 
.sented on behalf of (he measure.

own day and time. It quickens vi-

John Ruskin and William Morris 


did more perhaps than any men of 
their time to bring art to the peo- 
ple and to promote art made by the 
people and for the people, as a joy to 
the maker and to the user, and it 
was "William Morris who said: "I do 
not want art for a few, any moro 
than education for a few, or free- 
dom for a few." 


Morris regretted the / passing of 


the day when art was everywhere 
in life, when nearly everything that 
was used and seen was the \vork of 
men's hands and was a joy in the 
making- and a joy to the user. But 
the steam 
engine and 
"ulActnaity 


and machines and inventions hare 
changed life. Today it Is the artist 
and the craftsman who stand be- 
tween the harshness and the crude- 
ness of machines and a fine life. 
Art is needed more now than in the 
middle ages before the steam engine 
was invented, when nearly all work- 
men were artists. 


The idea that either a tariff on 


art or a tax on art saTes can bo 
justified as a tax on luxuries is 
based on the a.ssumption that edu- 
cation in tho highest sense is a lux- 
ury that should he penalized. 


In 
all matters of taxation the 


question should be, not merely how 
many dollars are involved Tint tlic 
nature of the occupation proposed (o 
he taxed. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars a 


year aro expended in this country on 
education and science. Yet it would 
bo.a-.monstrous- and-i>arbarpii3«*btmr

to tax education and science; or tc 
compel our universities and colleges 
and scientific institutions to deduct 
a tax from 
the salaries 
of the; 


teachers, 
prafessow 
and 
inves' 


gulor.t. 
It 
would ho a 
barbaro 


thing because It would he a tax upon 
science, a tax upon culture, a tax 
upon civtlxation. 


So, too. tax 
might 
lip 
imposed 


upon religion. The amount spent 
upon religion of all denomination^ In 
tills country cviiry year is very largo. 
Much of that money is contributed 
by rich men. A lax upon Ihe moneys 
devoted to religion would 
yield 
a 


!;»rge revenue, but it would not be 
civilized. 
It would be a tax upon 


religion 
Itself, 
which, 
like a, tax 


upon science and art, would be nn 
uncivilized tax. 


All public opinion, whether it be 


of educators, artists or art lovers or 
those interested in our art museums, 
is opposed to any tax on art, and 
especially to any tax on sales of their 
own art by living artists themselves. 


President Charles W. Eliot of Har- 


vard University said: "A 
tax 
on 


works of art la a tax on the educa- 
tion and development of the sense 
of beauty and of the enjoyment of 
the beautiful. 


"The appreciation of the beautiful 


is a rich source of public happiness, 
and the ultimate object of all gov- 
ernment is to .promote public happi- 
ness; therefore a. tax on works of art 
violates the fundamental principles 
of a democracy which believes In 
universal education, and in all other 
means 
of increasing 
mental 
and 


bodily efficiency, and tho resulting 
public and Individual enjoyments," 


As a nation our artistic soil ia 


rather thin. It needs enrichment 
from the work of the great artists 
of the past and from the work of 
modern and living artists. It was a 
great writer and a great American. 


' ttio late Henry James, who In hi3 
book, "The American Scene," said: 


"It is of extreme Interest to he re- 


minderd at many a turn . . . that 
ft takes an endless amxiunt of history 
to make even a little tradition, and 
an endless amount of tradition to 
make even a little taste, and an 
endless amount'of taste, by the same 
token, to make even a little tran- 
qunity"—and, I may add, to accom- 
plish the miracle of art.

Or My First Scout Outing With Oakland

Ono hundred and four of we Cali- 


fornia boys 
packed 
our blankets 


and reported at oqr Scout headquar- 
ters on Wednesday morning.

soon whirred away in big trucks to- 
ward Ltvormore.

journey toward Modesto, over the 
Alameda

Southern Pacific railroad to Tracy, 
in San Joaquin county, where wo 
continued along the road, following 
the railroad to Manteca, Ripon, Sa- 
llda and Modesto, where we arrived 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The weather was very warm there, 
also, we again refreshed ourselves 
with cool temperance; drinka of the 
soda fountains. 
Modesto is a fine 
large city with many massive busi- 
ness structures of stone and briok; 
we spent several hours there sight- 
seeing and then.again piled on our 
trucks, 
announced our 
departure 


with a scout yell, while throngs of 
people assembled about us, gleefully 
waved us off toward Merced,. where 
we arrived at the camp for the night 
about 8 p. m., enjoyed our suppers 
by a big camp fire, then unrolled 
our blankets in some "foxtail1 and 
enjoyed a good sleep.

chocolate. 
We located a large gen- 


eral merchandise store there, sup- 
plied nlso with 
summer 
refresh- 


ments which we again partook oE 
before our departure toward Wa. 
wona, up the Sierra Nevada grades, 
around the mountains. 


\Ve arrived at Wawona about 
& 


o'clock in the evening where we 
discovered large hotels, a postoffica 
and another one of those generaJ 
merchandise stores, 
supplied also 


with hot weather luxuries. 


Wo camped a little beyond Wa- 


wona and enjoyed supper again b> 
tho llghl of a big camp fire "a la 
Indians.'' 


".Next~mornlnp.lt was my" turn to 
be on guard duty, so I was up be- 
fore 5 o'clock to keep other scouts 
from getting UR on awakening or 
until reveilie, the call of the bugle. 


Wo all enjoyed a good breakfast 


after which some of us scouts went 
over to Stella Lake a short distance 
away, where wo went rowing and 
swimming, and took a hike to Chi- 
pehuaha Fallss, after which we re- 
turned to camp for our good dinner 
and to load our trucks, and thus we 
were aoon again on'our journey up 
the Sierra Nevada grades. Around 
tlie mountains we went to our per- 
manent camp which was located at 
.'bo foot of Yosemlte Falls, in the

Tlie swimming pool is much like 
a beach resort, all fenced in, with 
the vault of heaven for a roof. We 
enjoyed the high dive and slides, as 
well as other pastimes made possi- 
ble by the abundant supply of water 
from the springs and snows of the 
high Sierras. 


After our good swim we returned 


to camp to be united with the rest 
of the boys at 3 o'clock, when taps 
sounded.

tigue duty, which consisted of clean- 
ing up camp and emptying slop- 
cans, etc.

We had to make fifteen points ** 
each day in passing tests and if wa 
didn t make our fifteen points we 
missed a swim or a hike In the af- 
ternoon of that day in camp.

I nevertheless 
enjoyed a visit with the rest of th» 
boys in our big Faegol trucks to 
Mirror Lake and Happy Isles. Mir-
